The Illinois Cen- 
tral train that went out this morning 
was guarded by deputy marshals stand- 
ing on the the steps of the engine and 
between the cars. A large croivd of 
strikers stood about tho platform, but 
no reaistance or violence was offered.

work to execute tha orders of the court. 
The action of the federal government 
seems to have put a more hopeful aspect 
on affairs here and it is generally thought 
that traffic will be reestablished in a few
